Labor Party Removes Morrison 
As Its Foreign Affairs Chief 


Replacement by Dalton Is Result of Church- 
ill’s Disclosure of. Ex-Minister’s Secret 
Agreement With U.S. on China.

LONDON, Feb. 28—Herbert 
Morrison, who concluded the se- 
cret agreements with the United 
States on air retaliation against 
Communist China, was removed 
yesterday as foreign affairs lead- 
er of the Labor party. 


This was the first important 
political consequence of Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill’s dis- 
closure in the House of Commons 
Tuesday that Morrison and for- 
mer Prime Minister Clement At- 
tlee had committed Britain to 
join the United States in bombing 
bases in China if the Communists 
used them to attack United Na- 
tions forces in Korea and to take 
“more limited” action in the 
event the current armistice nego- 
tiations Wreak down. 

Admission by Attlee. 

Attlee admitted today that his 
Labor government had made the 
commitment but insisted that it 
meant “no departure from the 
general policy of confining oper- 
ations to the Korean theater of 
war.” 

His statement was seen as a 
move to prevent an open split in 
Labor party ranks. 

Morrison was removed as his 
party's foreign affairs policy lead- 
er at a meeting of the national 
executive committee, which di- 
rects the Labor party. He was 
replaced, for the time being, at 
least, by Hugh Dalton, who as- 


pires to Britain’s foreign secre- 
taryship. 

The executive committee dis- 
closed the removal of Morrison | 
through this series of manipula- 
tions: it appointed Dalton to three 
groups set up yesterday to deal 
with various specific items in the 
field of foreign affairs. It left 
Morrison off these three groups. 

Morrison’s removal as director 
of his party’s foreign policy does | 
not mean that he has been elim- 
inated at a labor party leader. 
He remains for the time being 
at least the de facto manager of 
the Labor party machine. It was 
through his work of directing the 
party machinery that he became 
and may remain one of the top 
ranking party leaders. 


Party Unity Damaged.

(Dem.), Florida, to return the bill 
to the Interior Committee with 
instructions to study the possi- 
bility of a constitutional amend- 
ment to give “commonwealth 
status” to Alaska and Hawaii. 
Voting to send the bill back to 
committee were 25 Democrats 
and 20 Republicans. Opposed 
were 24 Democrats and 20 Re- 
publicans. Senator Kem (Rep.), 
Missouri, voted for sending the 
bill back to the committee. Sena- 
tors Hennings (Dem.), Missouri, 
and Douglas (Dem.), Illinois, vot- 
ed against recommittal. Senator 
Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois, was paired 
against recommittal. 

Both backers and opponents of 
Alaskan statehood conceded that 
the action ended any chance for 
Alaska to win statehood this year. 
The vote made it unlikely that a 
pending bill to make Hawaii a 
state will be brought to a vote. 

A move developed today to 
seek to overturn the vote. It was 
reported that statehood forces are 
putting pressure on Dirksen to 
return to Washington and move 
for reconsideration of the action. 
Under Senate rules, only a Sena- 
tor who was not present or one 
whe has voted for a motion can 
move for reconsideration. 

Two presidential aspirants split 
on the voting. Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, voted for recommittal, Sen- 
ator Kefauver (Dem.), Tennessee, 
supported statehood. 

Before the vote, Senator Doug- 
las (Dem.), Illinois charged that 
the southern Senators who led 
the fight against Alaskan and Ha- 
waiian statehood did so use 
they fear if the two territories ~ 
are admitted as:states, “there will 
be four more Senators who will 
vote for civil rights legislation.” 

Senator Smathers retorted that 
neither he nor “hardly any Sena- 
tors from the South” opposed 
statehood for this reason.

“Many doctors believe,” he said, 
that it would be better for the 
state to contribute to the build- 
ing of hospitals and medical lab- 
’ oratories in rural sections of our 
state. They say this would at- 
tract doctors from other states, 
and relieve the shortage of physi- 
cians in rural areas.” 

A hot controversy on whether 
the proposed four-year medical 
school should be in Columbia or 
’ Kansas City has spilt the univer- 
sity’s board of curators, the state 
medical profession and the Legis- 
lature. 

No Decision by Senate. 

But the Senate yesterday voted 
to give the $6,600,000 to the cur- 
- ators, and let the university board 
- decide this issue. 

By a vote of 19 to 9, the Senate 
defeated a motion offered by Kan- 
sas City legislators to kill the al- 
* Jotment. Having previously failed 
to force the location of the school 
in Kansas City, the opponents at- 
tempted to prevent it from being 
established at any other site. 

Senators Edgar J. Keating, 
Kansas City, and Floyd R. Gib- 
son, Independence, argued for 
elimination of the medical school 
allotment. They asserted it would 
be insufficient to establish a 
first-class institution and that it 
would eventually cost $30,500,000 
to build the school in Columbia. 

Other Senators countered with 
the assertion that competent med- 
ical educators backed the Board 
of Curators’ position that the 
school could be operated success- 
fully in Columbia and would help 
train doctors for rural practice. 

Four St. Louis Senators were 
among the nine voting to elimi- 
nate the appropriation. They were 
Senators Harry J. Byrne, David 
A. Hess, William E. Hilsman and

Beatings by ‘Bullies,’ Big Boys 
“¢|At Bellefontaine Farms, Reported 


to Escape 


Conference Held in County Community on 
Stories by Runaways That They Fled 


Maulings. 


Persistent reports by rltinaways 
from Bellefontaine’ Farms that 
they fled to escape almost daily 
beatings by larger boys at the 
correctional institution were dis- 
cussed at a heated conference 
yesterday at the city hall of Belle- 
fontaine Neighbors, St. Louis 
county community near the insti- 
tution. 
| The conference resulted from 
the refusal of Mayor Arthur W. 
Schnur and Chief of Police A. S. 
Pruett of Bellefontaine Neigh- 
bors, to return two runaway 
Negro boys, 10 and 12 years old, 
to the farms until Acting Super- 
intendent M, D. Magenheim ex- 
plained the reported beatings. 
Chief Pruett and his force of 
two officers have caught 11 run- 
away boys in the last three weeks. 
In each case the boys said they 
fled to escape maulings by “bul- 
lies,” who, they said, administered 
daily beatings without interfer- 
ence by house parents. 

“Head Cracking” Alleged. 
It also developed at the con- 
ference that Chief Pruett had 
submitted an affidavit to the 
Board of Children’s Guardians 
that he saw Magenheim “crack 
the heads” 
boys Pruett had returned to the 


institution recently. In the af- 
fidavit, read this week at a meet- 
ing of the board, Pruett quoted 
Magenheim as saying, “You have 
to treat these fellows rough.” 


Magenheim, questioned closely 
by Mayor Schnur agid Chief Pru- 
ett, agreed that the reported beat- 
ings of smaller boys by larger 
inmates “could happen,” but said 
he thought the reports were ex- 
aggerated. 

“The boys are chronic liars,” 
Magenheim . bserved, 

The acting superintendent said

Mayor Schnur asked why the 
boys were permitted to write only 
one letter a month. “It’s a mat- 
ter of :ash,” Magenheim ~eplied. 
“We have little money for post- 
age.” 

He said he hoped to obtain 
postage, is working on an incen- 
tive program for the boys and 
expects to obtain qualified house 
gage who will stay with the 
ob. 


“If we can accomplish these 
aims I believe the situation will 
straighten out,” Magenheim as- 
serted. 


One of the two small runaways 
was summoned into the meeting 
to repeat his report that he had 
been beaten with brooms by 
older boys. At the direction of 
Magenhein, the wide-eyed boy re- 
moved his shirt for an inspection 
of possible bruises. No bruises 
— visible under close inspec- 

on. 


“Now. Floyd, you say the other 
fellows hit you with brooms. Just 
where did they hit you.” Magen- 
heim asked. The runaway, ob- 
viously embarrassed by the at- 
tention, pointed to the top of 
his head. “Right here,” he said. 


Following the meeting Magen- 
heim shook hands with Schnur 
and Chief Pruett, and took the 
two runaways back to the farms. 


Soest, whose dismissal was held 
up by Personnel Director R. El- 
liott Scearce, who found no 
grounds for the action, this week 
submitted his resignation, effec- 
tive July 1.

R. MILLER has recently moved into a high income 

tax bracket but his estate is modest in relation 

to his income and represented almost entirely by’ the 

controlling stock inthe corporation he heads. He antici- 

pates a large expansion in his business and profits over 

the next few years, His prospective estate is much 

larger than his present estate and his substantial cur- 
rent income promises to increase materially. | 


* Miller has a wife and three children, His will leaves 
his entire estate in-trust for the benefit of his wife and 
children and the trusts are drawn to take full advantage 
of the “marital deduction.” 


But Miller’s will left one important problem un- 
solved. The anticipated increase in his estate and 
income will mean a very large increase in the pros- 
pective tax burden upon his estate. This creates a 
problem of providing ample cash to meet the estate's 
liabilities. Most of Miller’s estate is in stock in his own 
corporation, The corporation could provide cash for 
the estate only by the declaration of dividends which 
would be taxable income to the estate. This would be 
no solutior since it would mean a large income tax 
imposed upon funds used to pay estate taxes, and less 
than half of the dividends would be left after income 
taxes for the purpose of paying estate taxes.

2. To retain two-thirds of his stock in his own name 
and to divide the balance among three irrevocable 
trusts which he is establishing for his three children. 

By this action, Miller will accomplish this: 

1. He will make a gift of one-third the value of his 
estate, at a time when its value is low, and pay a mod- 
erate gift tax. The property which he gives away will 
not be included in his estate for tax purposes and, if 
his estate grows as anticipated, the amount excluded 
from his estate by this action will be far greater than 
the present value of the property.

City officials can quibble about terms of the 
fare increase granted by the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission. The basic fare is going from 
15 to 17 cents. Tokens will be sold at a saving 


$2,275,000, which may mean a 9 per cent yield 
on Public Service stock, but is still $325,000 
less than the company asked for. 

Perhaps all of these matters can be chal- 
lenged, but it will do little good in the long run. 
Nor does it help much to contest the commis- 
sion’s statement that service is “adequate to 
serve the riding demands now being made.” 
That is a matter of definition. 

Reduced riding is caught in the same whirling 
wheels with higher fares and reduced service. 
‘No end is in sight. The trend inevitably is to- 
ward a limited transit system operating at high 
cost. And that is the fundamental problem. 


If this is what the future portends, then thou- 
sands of riders will turn to automobiles to add 
to the traffic jam. Thousands who cannot afford 
autos will be forced to support the higher bus 
fares. And as transit service is restricted, the 
centrifugal flight of people and business will 
be encouraged, in spite of all the bright plans 
for urban redevelopment and expressways to 
help the downtown business area. 


St. Louis is justified in considering every 
route of escape from such a transit system or 
such a future. Mayor Darst knows this. He 
says he will waste no time in circulating peti- 
tions for a Board of Freeholders to plan for a 
publicly-owned transit system. This board will 
have a yesr to work out its plan. Then the 
city and county voters will have to pass on it. 

Public ownership holds out some promised 
advantages. A public transit authority would 
make no profit and be exempt from many taxes. 
Hence it would save several million dollars to 
pay for better service. Better service ought to 
encourage use of the transit system. 


Recently the Post-Dispatch published reports 
about eight publicly-owned transit systems in 
other cities. Four of these were so tangled with 
politics that no city could copy them. Two 
others showed promise. Two more, in Cleve- 
land and Seattle, were so successful as to indi- 
cate that the public can own and operate rapid 
transit for its own benefit, given the right terms 
of management and investment. ‘ 


All of this information leaves the question of 
public ownership unanswered for St. Louis. The 
Board of Freeholders will have to propose an 
answer before the area can decide whether to 
accept it. But in the meantime the work of the 
freeholders will deserve fullest public.support.

Timber Cutting at Wappapello 

The United States Forest Service is marking 
timber for sale in the Lake Wappapello area. 
If our information is correct, some 15,000 acres 
of Missouri trees are involved and.up to 40 per 
cent cf the timber will be cut for sale. ' 

Presumably the Forest Service is well advised 
in what it has decided to do and yet the plan 
had produced a sharp adverse reaction in Pied- 
mont, Greenville and other communities in the 
affected region. Civic, service and educational 
groups are either questioning the cutting pro- 
gram or protesting vigorously against it. 

The Forest Serviee is one of the  best- 
administered of the federal agencies and it has 
been, on the whole, vigilant in the protection of 
the resources in its care. Obviously some cut- 
ting of timber is indicated from time to time. 
Is the marking around Lake Wappapello reason- 
able—or does it go beyond that? 

The people of Southeast Missouri have been 
high-pressured by the Army Engineers enough 
times to make them gun-shy of federal agencies 
generally.

Police Board Lineup 

The ultimate decision on whether St. Louis is 
to become the promised land of the commer- 
cialized gambler and worse may well rest with 
Police Commissioners Daniel G. Church and 
Charles H. Ostertag.

They have been steadfast. 

On the other is Commissioner Nicholas A.

—a move which, community leaders fear, fore- 
casts an undisguised attempt to open the city 
to the gambling crowd, bribers and fixers. 

But Mr. Reidy is helpless without the votes 
of both Mr. Church and Mr, Ostertag. We are 
sorry to say, however, that so far they have 
stood quietly behind him like two meek sheep. 
Had not Mr. Roberts exercised his power to 
block action in periods when the board was not 
in session, Mr. Reidy might well have slipped 
over the transfers. 

If either Mr. Church or Mr. Ostertag were to 


decide he had had enough of Mr. Reidy and his,

, The Communists insist on having back all the 
Communist prisoners now in U.N. hands. Not 
all these prisoners want to go back—indeed that 
is the last thing many of them want to do. Many 
surrendered to escape Communist control. They 
fet they were safer as prisoners of the U.N. 
forces than as “free men” under the Com- 
munist regime. 

If the U.N. command agrees to send them 
back it will break faith with many who came in 


response to its appeal to surrender. Gen. Ridg- . 


way may not be legally bound to protect them 
but the moral obligation is plain. Not to guard 
them is to turn over marked men to the enemy. 
Since their names have been sent to the North 
Koreans and Chinese Reds, these prisoners .are 
known to the Communists. Their families may 
be visited with reprisals. 

If the airfields issue were eliminated only this 
one of prisoners would remain as a problem 
of any size. Would it be worth blocking the 
truce for it? The question is all the harder 
since it might have been avoided in the first 
place. What to do with prisoners might well 
have been a matter to settle along with many 
other problems in post-truce conferences. 

This enigma could be quickly solved if the 
Communists would agree’ to exchange all pris- 
oners who wish to be exchanged. But then 
that would assume good faith on the part of the 
military aggressors who started the Korean war 
in the first place. 
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For Lack of a Quorum 


It is galling enough to have the solvency of 
the St. Louis city government being kicked 
around Jefferson City, but when the kicking is 
done in absentia by a bunch of State Senators 
too busy to attend committee meetings, this is 


‘too much. 


The General Assembly is pushing for mid- 
March adjournment, which means that a good 
many bills are going to be crowded off the 
calendar in the last-minute rush. The bill 
authorizing St. Louis to levy an earnings tax 
has been put in jeopardy of such a fate as the 
result of the failure of the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee to consider it this week. The 
committee failed to consider it because only six 
of its 13 members showed up for the Tuesday 
meeting. A quorum is seven. 

Let it be emphasized once again that the 
Legislature is not being asked to levy an earn- 
ings tax for St. Louis. It is being asked only 
to authorize the duly elected officials of St. 
Louis to levy the tax. 

The right address for any objections to the 
tax, then, is not Jefferson City but the St. Louis 
City Hall. It is the Mayor and Board of Alder- 
men who have to face the responsibility for 
what will happen to city services if nothing is 
done to cope with a $5,500,000 deficit. It is 
they who should have the right to say whether 
an earnings tax shall be levied to cope with the 
deficit. : 

That elemental privilege of home rule will be 
denied St. Louis if the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee continues to boot the earnings tax bill 
around; The St. Louis members of the com- 
mittee, who will be held responsible if the bill 
continues to get such treatment, should be 
marked well by the voters. They are:

Senator David A. Hess. 
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Why Not Close All Loopholes? 


Senator George of Georgia predicts that Con- 
gress will move against such loose practices in 
the Internal Revenue Bureau as permitting for- 
mer employes to appear on behalf -of people in 
tax troubles. The Senator refers specifically to 
the case of Joseph D. Nunan, former Internal 
Revenue Commissioner. 

Undoubtedly, Congress should insist on a 
tightening up of rules which in this way permit 
inside knowledge and perhaps inside influence 
to be used against the Government in its tax- 
collecting activities. But this alone will not go 
very far toward bringing in all the money the 
Treasury really ought to get. 

Congress itself has sanctioned much bigger 
loopholes, For example, there is the oil deple- 
tion allowance. Both the logic and the science 
behind this device are questionable. To some 
extent, every producer is constantly reducing 
the natural resources on which his business is 
based, but in most cases this is not used as an 
argument for giving him special tax favors. Also, 
oil reserves are not being depleted at anything 
like the rate which the tax concession seems to 
imply. Not the facts of nature, but the oil. lobby- 
ists keep the depletion allowafice in the tax laws. 

Special tax favors to the merchant marine and 
plant write-offs for defense industries also de- 
mand closer examination. We do not believe 
they can be justified to the extent that they are 
granted. Still another dodge worth further in- 
vestigation is the device by which some educa- 
tional and charitable institutions extend theif tax 
privileges to industrial friends. 

Devices such as these not only reduce federal 
revenues, but they unfairly create a category of 
privileged taxpayers.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Mrs. Paul Gardiner Sr. of Kirkwood, in 
a recent letter to the Post-Dispatch, ap- 
pears somewhat alarmed over the pro- 
posals of Teamsters Local 688 on “Plan- 
ning for an Integrated School System in 
St. Louis.” She is equally bewildered as to 
the cortnection between public school edu- 
cation and trade unionism. Moreover, she 
states that the proposals have all of the 
earmarks of a “Russian booby-trap.” 

While we welcome criticism on the pro- 
posals to prepare us for an integrated pub- 
lic school system in 
St. Louis we do, how- 
ever, want to keep 
the record straight 
on the question of 
the community re- 
sponsibility of Local 
688 and its interest 
in community prob- 
lems. 

Any local, state or 
national problem af- 
fecting the _ social 
and civic well being 
of our citizen-mem- 
bers is the concern 
of our union. This  wpsrold J, Gibbons 
has a_ social and 
community range from adequate health 
protection to adequate transportation fa- 
cilities and garbage collection. Tax-sup- 
ported public scho6l education is certainly 
a question that falls within the boundaries 
of our concern. | 

In her letter, Mrs. Gardiner intimates 
that there is something wrong with a 
union that takes an interest in education. 
For Mrs. Gardiner’s benefit, we would like 
to point out that the historical relationship 
existing between public school education 
and organized labor is perhaps closer than 
it is with any other segment of the com- 
munity. Our tax-supported public school 
system had its early beginnings in the 
agitation of organized workers during the 
early part of the nineteenth century. 

Along with such progressive educational 
statesmen as Horace Mann of Massachu- 
setts, the organized labor movement of the 
1840s won the victory of tax-supported 
public education, and today it is a credit to 
the democratic promise of America. Inci- 
dentally, this early agitation for tax-sup- 
ported education was condemned by the 
respectable elements of the community as 
visionary, socialistic and un-American. 

The plan as presented by our union fs 
not a “Russian booby-trap.” It is an at- 
tempt to approach a tedious, sensitive 
problem of the community with a degree 
of sanity and responsibility. As adult citi- 
zens, we may disagree on methods and 
techniques, but we certainly cannot total- 
ly ignore the problem hiding behind 
the skirts of pet “scare” ases. 

It appears that Mrs. Gardiner neither 
understands what is “Russian” nor what is 


in the best American tradition of social 
progress. The art of substituting name- 
calling for honest discussion is one that 
has a high dégree of development in Krem- 
lin circles, and certainly should not be re- 
sorted to in any discussion of problems in 
St. Louis. 


It has been our experience in human 


relations that our greatest stumbling block ? 


to social progress is found primarily in 
our own studied fears of people we con- 
sider somewhat different from ourselves. 
The various social apparitions we are able 
to conjure up in our collective minds about 
people of different races, creeds and cul- 
tural backgrounds tend to narrow our 
much-needed social »erspective and to 
greatly undermine the moral super-struc- 
ture of our entire democratic society. 


Equally important, it presents the great 
social riddle of today, namely: “Can the 
gulf between the spirit and practices of 
American democracy be bridged before it 
is too late?” ‘ 

With the marching hordes of Commu- 
nism perched upon our flanks, we cannot 
afford the luxury of ancient bigotrieg and 
social irresponsibility. Today we have the 
simple choice of either embracing the 
moral aspirations of democracy with a new 
vigorous passion, or perishing with the to- 
talitarian wave of aggressive inhumanity. 

If we sincerely believe in a democratic 
way of life, we owe it to ourselves and to 
future generations of Americans to look 
within and re-examine our own prejudices 
and the fears of other people. American 
democracy must justify its existence, and 
have a common meaning for all of our 
citizens. ‘By its verv nature, democracy 
cannot become an exclusive club of éx- 
clusive people with exclusive privileges. 

To exclude, to deny or to relegate any 
group of citizens is contrary to the prom- 
ises of democracy. This may place a very 
high price on democracy for some of our 
people, but it must be remembered that 
the “inalienable rights’? and human dig- 
nity of one cannot be maintained at the 
expense of another. Where such a condi- 
tion exists, it should become the moral ob- 
ligation of eaci§ and every one of us to 
correct it. 

A case in point is found in the matter 
of public education within the greater St. 
Louis community. We ¢annot blandly ig- 
nore the appeals and struggles of 20 per 
cent of our citizens for equal educational 
opportunities and expect such a callous 
attitude to add strength and vitality to the 
democratic process. 

Thus, as a responsible segment of the 


‘greater St. Louis community, our union is 


prepared to take its stand on this vital 


community question.

His campaign for the nomina- 
tion would be necessarily limited 
by his duties in the Senate, which 
are demanding, and he could not 
conduct any such stumping cam- 
paign as have Senator Taft and 
Senator Kefauver. He might ac- 
cept a few of the hundred or 
more speaking invitations he has 
received, including some to ad- 
dress Southern legislatures. But 
that would depend upon his 
legislative duties, which he puts 
first. 


Possibility This Year. 


Senator Russell would assume 
the role of rallying point for the 
south for whatever eventuates. 
For, realistically, no one thinks 
that he could win his party’s 
nomination in the regular Demo- 
cratic convention. 

If President Truman should run 
again, the Georgia Senator could 
become the candidate of an inde- 
pendent Southern movement, 
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both on candidates and platform. 
If it won concessions, there prob- 
ably would be no Southern revolt. 

Though importuned for some 
time, Senator Russell has with-

sia for a peace treaty with Aus- 
tria. 


This move possibly may be de- 
signed to get a clear idea whether 
the Kremlin intends to start a 
war in Europe. 

The Russians would have three 
choices to make: (1) They could 
accept the proposal, (2) they 
could reject the proposal, but 
keep the six-year talks going, or 
(3) they could reject the proposals 
and split Austria between East 
and West, as has been done in 
Germany. 

Diplomats here say the last 
course would be a clear indica- 
tion that the Kremlin is ready for 
war, but that either of the first 
two courses would be signs of 
peaceful intentions. 

The “new proposals” being ex- 
amined were not further identi- 
fied. Informed diplomatic offi- 
cials have indicated they involve 
a Western proposal for an “ab- 
breviated treaty,” bundling up 
the 48 articles already agreed on. 
Five articles remain in dispute.

Announcement of the signing 
of the contract with Falconbridge 
Nickel Mines, Ltd., of Toronto, 
was made by Jess Larson, admin- 
istrator of the Defense Materials 
procurement agency. Larson said 
the Government advanced the 
company $6,000,000 to expand its 
production capacity. The United 
States will pay a basic price of 
56.66 cents a pound for the nickel, 
$1.80 for cobalt and 19 cents for 
electrolytic copper in cathode 
form.

How- 
ever it, too, has its advantages— 
it is excellent for quantity serv- 
ice, spoons to advantage and stays 
where it is put, making it par- 
ticularly adaptable for salad or 
other cottage cheese dishes that 
= made up in advance of serv-

meals. For the days when you 
do serve meat, you will find 
that the pig is still your budget’s 
best friend. Weary as you may be 
of hearing about it, pork, fresh or 
smoked, is the best buy. Hams, 
picnics, bacon, are all well worth 
your money. In fact, you can’t go 
wrong on any pork cut you 
choose.

Fish is one of the important 
food items not only for the Len- 
ten season but during the year. 
With meat prices showing no 
inclination. to move to lower 
brackets, fish is an alternate for 
the main meal of the day which 
not only provides necessary food 
values but also offers a change 
of pace. Fish fillets, which have 
been properly cared for, should 
lose none of their good qualities 
simply because they are shipped 
frozen from the seaboard. For 
the most part, fish that is frozen 
is prepared almost minutes after 
it has been taken from the water, 
then frozen and shipped in re- 
frigerated cars, trucks or planes. 
This is true of all frozen fish. 
If you are looking for a change 
in flavor you might consider 
these recipes for prepared frozen 
fillets ad other fish:

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Accrediting Agencies Say It Is 
Not Practicable for Them to 
Enforce New College Sports Code 


American Council on Education, 
Definite indication that the 
agencies are more concerned with 
academic values than policing 


a report of last week’s meeting 
between representatives of two of 
the agencies and the executive 
council of the Eastern College 
Athletic Conference, 
Representatives. of the New 
England and Middle States Asso- 
ciations of Colleges and Secon- 
dary Schools indicated strongly 
that they did not consider it prac- 
ticable for them to become en- 
forcement agencies. They added 
they “are not prepared to dictate 
specific points in inter-collegiate 
athletic. policy, like the dates of 
basketball practice, spring foot- 
ball practice or bowl games.” 
Delay in Consideration. 
Similar indications have come 
from the Southern and North 
Central Associations and it is un- 
derstood that the Western Asso- 
ciation will not consider the mat- 
ter of enforcement until the 
A.C.E. report has. been received 
and discussed. 
The A.C.E. program, drawn up 
by a special committee op ath- 
letic policy, has been accepted 
and unanimously approved by 
the council’s executive commit- 
tee. Despite statements that it is 
“in effect now” it still must be 
presented to the A.C.E. member- 
ship at a May meeting. 
Enforcement of the code was 
virtually tossed into the laps of 
the accrediting agencies by the 
A.C.E, which admittedly has no 
enforcement powers. Committee 
members said they were confi- 
dent that violation of its provision 
would be considered “bad aca- 
demic practices’ which would 
bring punishment from the ac- 
crediting agencies. 
The agencies haven't exactly 
declined with thanks, but most of 
them have indicated that they 
don’t relish the policeman’s role 
and that they don’t havé the ma- 
chinery to assume it. 2 
Dr. E. Kenneth Smiley of Le- 
high, chairman of the Middle 
States Association’s commission 
on institutions of higher learning, 
told the E.C.A.C. council: 
“We do not think it practicable 
for the commission, which is a 
creature of the colleges in the 
area, to constitute itself an en- 
forcement agency for any other 
group. Further, we do not con- 
sider it practicable for the com- 
mission to accept this responsi- 
bility. It has been indicated that 
we could not accept the policing 
role. 
“We cannot go in and tell a 
ident. how to administer his 
titution.” 
Dr. Guy Wells, president of the 
Southern Association of colleges 
and secondary schools, pointed 
out that his group had no en- 
forcement machinery set up. 
“We will have to discuss the 
code, anyway, and decide what 
to do about it,” he added.

Hides and tallow for the 
far-away cities along the Atlantic were the main 
articles of trade. Once a year when the sailing 
ships came in to Monterey after their perilous 
trip around the Horn, roundups were held and the 
cattle slaughtered by trousands. Meat was sun- 
dried into “jerky,” tallow tried out in great ket- 
tles such as the whalers used, and the skins dried 
in the sun, These were transported to the coast 
in bullock carts or on the backs of men; and 
40,000 hides must be collected to make a cargo. 
There is some question as to just how beneficial 
all this activity of building, gardening and cattle- 
tending was to the Indians, for these were peace- 
ful, leisure-loving tribes who lived in a land 
where food was easily come by and shelter almost 
unnecessary. And despite the ministrations of 
the Fathers, not a single survivor of these Indians 
lives to tell the tale today.

SINCE WE HAD an extra day at Carmel, we 
visited the famous Point Lobos Reserve, a state 
park located far out on a rfoint of the bay which 
is the habitat of the sole remaining natural grove 
of Monterey Cypress. The park is a small one, 
yet like all the others we've seen here, it could 
certainly serve as a model for our sadly under- 
developed Missouri state park system. California’s 
parks embrace more than 1,500,000 acres and in- 
clude examples of all of the interesting historic, 
geographic and scenic aspects of the state. They 
are well-administered; and in the case of Point 
Lobos, public use is strictly limited to that which 
will not injure the area, the fauna and the flora. 
This is vitally important where the park is small 
and the species being protected are rare, but is 
always a difficult objective to achieve. Someone in 
power usually wants to build a concrete highway 
to enable more people to view the last survivor, 
oblivious to the fact that the highway in itself 
spells certain extinction for the species which is 
struggling to survive. 
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IF THERE WERE no more beruty at Point 
Lobos, it would be enough. We were fortunate in 
meeting the park custodian, Ranger Legge, and his 
assistant ranger, Clyde Ray who came originally 
from St. Louis. and whose family have a farm 
near Potosi. Clyde walked through the area with 
us, so that we missed none of the magnificent 
views of gnarled and wind-blown trees clinging 
to rocky headlands, the beautiful Audubon war- 
blers and white-crowned sparrows, the Seal Rocks 
where colonies of California and Steller sea lions 
sunned on the cliffs or played in the crashing 
surf. Pelicans flapped lazily above the waves or 
rested on the rocks. Coromants, ducks and gulls 
rod: the water of the inlets, diving each time a 
breaker seemed certain to engulf them. We left 
Point Lobos in time to make the famous 17-mile 
drive northward along the rocky coast. It was with 
real regret that we said good-by to Carmel next 
morning and began the last leg of our 3000-mile 
journey through this great state.

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Files at Firmin Desloge Hospital Pediatric Clinic Are Filled With Stories 
Of Youngsters Who Resumed Normal Life After Undergoing Heart Surgery

HE youngsters waiting in the 
T hospital office were as care- 
free, as noisy, as uninhibited 
as any group of youngsters, aged 
18 months to 15 years. The tin- 
jest one raced about, importantly 
and excitedly, from person to 
person, squeezing a rubber doll 
until it squawked. The teen-aged 
gir] gazed out of the door, obvi- 
ously impatient to be about more 
interesting things. Several husky, 
tanned boys looked as if they'd 
be more at home on a ball dia- 
mond. 
A subdued undercurrent to the 


high pitched child voices were . 


the voices of their mothers. They, 
too, sounded happy, as well they 
might. Each mother there had 
gone through the horror of being 
told her child might not live. 
Each one had waited out an op- 
eration, a heart operation of a 
type that not many years ago 
would have been impractical or 
impossible. 

The files of this hospital office, 
the pediatric heart clinic at Fir- 
man Desloge Hospital, are filled 
with stories of the near-miracu- 
lous cheating of death. Since the 
first spectacular “blue baby” op- 
eration in 1945, remarkable 
strides in heart surgery have 
been made, and at clinics such as 
this one, established by the Heart 
Association in 1949, the detection 
of conditions requiring surgery is 
made easier. 

Heart conditions in children 
are usually one of three types, 
coarctation of the aorta, patent 
ductus arteriosus, or tetrology of 
fallot. Complicated medical terms 
that are translated into such ev- 
eryday realities as the inability 
of a child to play or go to school, 
a shortened life expectancy, 
sometimes the imminent possi- 
bility of death. Sometimes the 
conditions are detected soon after 
birth, in others, not for years.

TYPICAL case is that of 11- 
year-old Johnny Kersting, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Kersting, 7706 West Rankin place, 
Richmond Heights. Johnny was a 
fat butterball of a baby, never 
sick until he was 5. From then on 
he was in and out of hospitals, 
Meningitis, rheumatic fever, in- 
fluenza, and finally a diagnosis 
of a heart condition. He spent 
summer vacations lying on a cot, 
started each school term a month 
late. When he came to the Des- 
loge clinic, his parents were told 
he would have to have an opera- 
tion for coarctation of the aorta 
or he would not live through his 
teens. 

“We didn’t know what to do,” 
his mother relives those anxious 
moments. “Some people said 
operations were dangerous and 
after all, you had the boy now 
and why risk it. Others said it 
would be worth the chance. Fin- 
ally we decided there really 
wasn’t any choice, it had to be 
done.” 

The story has a good ending. 
Johnny now runs, plays ball, can 
do anything a normal boy can do. 
He’s just had his last check and 
doesn’t have to report back for 
two years. And his life expect- 
ancy is normal. 

While he was in the hospital, 
Johnny met Gary Joe -Voelker 
of Cape Girardeau, Mo., and the 
Kerstings and the William 
Voelkers became friends, drawn

The cases of two other little 
girls, Betty Ann Voss of Beaufort,

Sometimes the child with a 
heart condition must be watched 
carefully. Five-year-old Susan 
Eschmann, a pretty little girl with 
a blonde Dutch bob, was one of 
these. She, couldn’t walk, eat 
normally, or engage in any but 
very quiet play. 

“She didn’t faint,” says her 
mother, Mrs. A. C. Eschmann, 
6017 South Broadway. “She'd just 
collapse. We had to watch her all 
the time.” 

On the other hand, Joan Wieg- 
ers, a sophomore at Xavier High 
School, daughter of Mr. and Mrs.

“General signs to look for are 
poor growth and development 
and such things as repeated epi- 
‘sodes of vomiting,” says Dr. Lynx- 
wiler, “but these are all things 
that should draw attention, not to 
the child’s heart but to the child 
himself.”

Good Method 


Of Stretching 
Meat Dishes 


By Edith M. Barber 


MONG the interesting devel- 

opments in the food field is 

the large nut production. Wal- 
nuts, pecans, almonds and fil- 
berts are all from = domestic 
sources. Brazil nuts, as the name 
implies, are from the Western 
Hemisphere but all from South 
America. The cashew, although 
of western origin, comes in.pro- 
fusion from the Orient. 

Once we considered nuts more 
as a confection than a staple. We 
used them in salted form and in 
candy, cakes and cookies. We have 
learned that they are a real ad- 
dition to main dishes and vege- 
tables. They add flavor and 
crunchiness and at the same time 
are valuable because of their pro- 
tein content. For this reason there 
could be no better meat stretcher.

They are also appropriate to use 
in a sauce for sauteed or broiled 
fish. For this they are merely 
browned in a little of the butter. 


‘More butter is added and also 


lemon juice if you like. 

In a meat loaf or in hamburger 
cakes, nuts may be mixed with 
the ground meat or used as a 
filling. Instead of the chestnuts 
that I usually serve with creamed 
onions, I have used cut pecans 
successfully. It is much easier to 


‘use the shelled nuts than to pre- 


pare the chestnuts, and appar- 
ently, they were just as well liked. 

Today we find most of our nuts 
in shelled form, although we still 
like to have a bowl of mixed nuts 
with clustered raisins at this sea- 
son of the year. They make an 
easy and satisfying dessert at a 
meal and are always popular for 
in-between-meal snacks. 

Nutbergers. 

One and one-half pounds ham- 
burger, one teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, one-half 
cup chopped nutmeats, one-fourth 
cup minced onion, two table- 
spoons minced parsley, three 
slices of bacon. 

Combine meat and seasonings. 
Blend well. Shape into 12 flat 
cakes. Mix nuts, onion and pars- 
ley. Spread on half the cakes. 
Top with one-half slice bacon and 
cover with remainder cakes. Pinch 
edges together and broil on both 
sides. Cakes may be pan-broiled 
if desired. Yield: six servings. 


Creamed Onions With Pecans. 

Wash and peel onions. Cook un- 
covered in large amount of boil- 
ing salted water 20 to 40 minutes 
until tender. Drain. Add one cup 
sliced pecans for each one and 
one-half pounds onions. Dress 
with cream sauce. Allow one- 
fourth pound per serving. 


Dumplings are the perfect ac- 
companiment for your boiled din- 
ner. Remember to keep them out 
of the liquid, just resting on top 
of the vegetables so they won't 
become “water logged.” Don’t 
peek after you put the cover on 
if you want fluffy dumplings 


thoroughly cooked.
